Secondly, they Say there is a 
definite propaganda campaign 
on by certain of their enemies 
in labor circles, including a la- 
bor columnist or so, to spread 
reports of dissatisfaction and of 
breaks to the AFL during the 
coming fall and winter months. 

Thirdly, they admit the brew- 
ery workers are split over pro- 
cedure, but they believe they 
will remain. What is going on, 
they insist, is a sort of reor- 
ganization of CIO under Walter 
Reuther in which efforts are be- 
ing made to base action and 
loyalty on the CIO philosophy 
rather than on the old ‘“‘give- 
*’em-hell’’ methods favored by 
John L. Lewis. 

Organization is to have the 
emphasis of the sharply reduced 
national staff and what they call 
the ‘‘lesson of steel’’—tackling 
the big ones first—will be ap- 
plied to the Southern textile in- 
dustry.

This, they say, is 
inevitable. 

If ‘“‘organic union,’ a trick 
phrase meaning one labor or- 
ganization, does come, they in- 
gist CIO now will be treated as 
an equal in  negodtiations—as 
would not have been true before 
Reuther'’s presidency. 

That's their answer.

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Rhee’s Price Is 
Too. Demanding 


Syngman Rhee’s latest demands as 
his price for agreeing to a truce in 
Korea would be unacceptable to us 
under any circumstances and most cer- 
tainly would not be accepted by the 
Communists. 

He is saying literally that the United 
States—not the UN—must back up a 
resumption of the war in 90 days if 
unification of the peninsula has not 
been achieved by peaceful means in 
that period. He is asking that Ameri- 
can troops be used to unify Korea by 
force—a concept that we have rejected 
and more than we bargained for when 
we entered Korea to protect its south- 
ern half from being overrun by the 
Reds. 

What happens now is anybody’s 
guess, but this stubborn old man must 
not be allowed to destroy the founda- 
tions of collective security nor to drag 
us into a bigger war at his discretion. 
He is literally requesting a blank check. 

He apparently figures that he has 
the United States over a barrel. He 
knows that we went into Korea to pro- 
mote the collective security ides and to 
halt aggression and that to withdraw 
would be to admit we have failed. He 
threatens to pull his troops out of the 
line and to fight on alone. 

In the first place, if he pulls his 
troops out of the line and we with- 
draw, the Communists will take over 
the entire country. In the second place, 
if we withdraw our support and our 
troops, he would be no match for the 
forces arrayed against him. We have 
trained his army and supplied it as well 
as the civilian population. 

Rhee’s actions are damaging to the 
cause of world peace and to the concept 
of collective security. If he succeeds in 
making a truce impossible, he must 
know that a new wave of isolationism 
will sweep the United States. The pres- 
sure and the temptation to leave Korea 
_ to its fate will be strong and no other 
nation will prevent the Communists 
from taking over. 

We hope that in the present stale- 
mate we have learned a lesson that 
previously we have failed to learn time 
and time again—failure to reach an 
agreement at the time when an agree- 
ment is possible. The understanding 
with Rhee should have come before we 
had armed his country and before the 
Reds had been driven out of South 
Korea. | 

In our international dealings in the 
future, it seems that agreements on 
what will come after should precede 
action. Our greatest mistake in not 
coming to terms with Russia when our 
aid was indispensable to her may be 
dwarfed now by our not having met the 
problem of Rhee at least two years ago.

Single Traffic Court 
Is Logical Solution 


We note with satisfaction that the 
Atlanta Traffic Law Enforcement Com- 
mittee favors a single court for trying 
traffic offenders in the Greater Atlanta 
area. 

Such .a court is a part of the recom- 
mendations made by the Northwestern 
University Traffic Institute and the 
traffic court improvement division of 
the American Bar Association. The rec- 
ommendation came after a study made 
at the invitation and expense of the 
City of Atlanta. 

City and county officials have not 
taken warmly to the single court plan. 
They can’t see it that way. But we feel 
that they will when they brush away the 
prejudices, jealousies and politics which 
apparently are obscuring their vision. 

We'll never get effective law en- 
- forcement until we remodel our courts 
in keeping with the times. Horse-and- 
Wgiggy justice just won't do in an ex- 
pressway age.

State Births Increase 


As Econom y Expands 


Every six minutes of the day or 
night a baby is born in Georgia, the 
Atlanta regional office of the U. S. De- 
partment of Commerce figures after a 
study of census reports. 

During the decade 1940 to 1950, a 
total of 910,000 persons was added to 
the state’s population through births— 
quite a sizable figure. During the pe- 
riod only 300,000 deaths occurred, but 
the state lost another 290,000 residents 
through migration to other sections. 
The state picked up a net gain of about 
320,855 persons—10.3 per cent. 


While we are proud of these gains 
in population and the growing economy 
that must be provided to take care of 
the increase, Georgia did not fare as 
well as some other states. Florida, for 
instance, showed a jump of 46.1 per 


’ 
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cent; Arizona rose 50 per cent; and 
California’s population increased 53.3 
per cent. 

However, the state’s average -was 
better than 20 others of the union. 

Georgia’s infant mortality rate is 
still considerably higher than the na- 
tional average, although we have shown 
steady progress in this connection. We 
still have too few prenatal clinics and 
the care and treatment of expectant 
mothers is far below the standards 
needed. 

Georgia needs these children. Her 
growing industrial and commercial im- 
portance will provide new and greater 
opportunities for them.

Medical Aid Fund 


Receives a Boost 


Health in Georgia found a friend 
this week in Gov. Herman Talmadge. 
Acceding to a request from the State 
Medical Education Board, the governor 
added $16,000 to the $25,000 already 
allocated for medical scholarships. 

More than 60 young men had ap- 
plied for aid under the scholarship pro- 
gram, purpose of which is to provide 
doctors for rural areas. 

The $41,000 fund available provided 
only 25 scholarships. Only 14 could 
have been awarded from the original 
$25,000. 

So the additional $16,000 was a help. 
We can use those nine more doctors. 
The need definitely is there, as The 
Constitution’s M. L. St. John pointed 
out Sunday. It still exists, even with 
a $41,000 scholarship fund.

Merit Encouragement 


It is, of course, a fact that the pres- 
ent disturbances behind the Iron Cur- 
tain could continue to multiply and that 
eventually the Russians would be forced 
to accede to demands of these peoples 
for freedom. However, in the 30-year 
history of the Soviet regime the Com- 
munist terrorists have held power be- 
cause they possessed the physical means 
to maintain themselves. Stones cannot 
win over tanks. 

It is significant that the Russians 
are disarming half of the so-called 
“neople’s police,’ the force the Com- 
munists were building up in East Ger- 
many to maintain their power. The 
East German riots proved that this force 
could not be relied upon and, in fact, 
presented a serious danger. 

There have been demands that food 
and supplies be offered to the people 
who cry for bread. It might be argued 
that the Russians would willingly allow 
them to accept it, easing the burden 
upon themselves and letting us remove 
the cause of the riots while they still 
maintained their iron military control. 
On the other hand, if they are unable 
to meet the demands of the suffering 
peoples their unrest will continue to 
prow. 

Whatever steps we do take, the time 
seems ripe for some sort of positive 
program to take advantage of the situa- 
tion. The time may not come again 
soon. The Reds have already made 
concessions. They must be pressured 
more and more until the freedom that 
captive peoples demand is granted. 

We must continue to hold out hope 
to these millions who would be free. 
One of the greatest mistakes we made 
at the conclusion: of World War II was 
to return by force literally hundreds 
of thousands of Soviet nationals—pris- 
oners of war and German slave labor- 
ers—to Communist control. 

We now have the greatest opportu- 
nity to wage political and ideological 
warfare since the beginning of the cold 
war. We should use it to the fullest.

Foreign Aid Cut 


Recognizes Trend 


WASHINGTON—Now  and_é£=_then 
American citizen reverts to type—an in- 
stinctive nationalism. -Members of Con- 
gress are quick to recognize a basic trend 
in the thinking of the American people and 
to follow their mandate. 

This is the explanation which best fits 
the action of the U. S. Senate in ordering 
all fore aid to be cut off on a fixed 

Si date—two years more 
of spending, plus one 
year to wind up eco- 
nomic-aid spending and 
another year to liqui- 
date military obliga- 
tions already made. 

Such a step was a 

logical sequel to the 

election of last Novem- 

ber when the American 

people manifested their 

oe irritation over the un- 

limited spenline proclivities of the Truman 
administration. 

Europeans, however, -will ascribe the 
move to Senator McCarthy. They have 
come to believe, as a result of exaggera- 
tions in their own press, that he is the 
American ‘“‘dictator’’ and is as powerful as 
President Eisenhower. 

But the Europeans need only to ex- 
amine the record to find out that some 
folks—maybe some “‘‘liberal’’ Americans— 
have been misleading them by their over- 
emphasis on ‘‘McCarthyism.”’ 


Actually there has been anti-American- 
ism in Europe for entirely different reasons. 
Only it has become expedient to blame it on 
McCarthy’s rough-and-tumble tactics in his 
crusade against Communists. The real 
reason that Europeans have become anti- 
American is the same as often happens 
when one lends money to a friend. It pro- 
duces bad feeling, especially when signs 
begin to appear that lending is about to 
be cut down or terminated. 


The Senate action in cutting off foreign 
aid at the end of two years was initiated 
by Senator Mansfield (Dem., Mont.) who 
could hardly be called an ‘‘isolationist.’’ 
His motion was concurred in by the acting 
leader of the Republican Party, Senator 
Knowland of California, presumably with 
the President’s consent, and the result was 
a unanimous vote. On this same occasion, 
Senator George of Georgia, one of the most 
venerable men in the Senate and a former 
chairman of the Senate foreign _ relations 
committee, rose to say he would never 
again vote for any foreign-aid bill. 

This was a bipartisan demonstration of 
American sentiment. It could only have 
come to such a dramatic climax as a re- 
sult of the nation-wide disgust with the way 
some of our European Allies have behaved 
in recent months. Europe’s tendency to 
lay down on the job with respect to NATO 
and the European defense treaties—to say 
nothing of the kibitzing done on the way 
the Korean War should be fought while 
America furnished the bulk of the troops 
there—did not sit well with American leg- 
islators.

Big Dan Reed Is 
Ike’s Roadblock 


WASHINGTON—We have witnessed in 
recent weeks how the bulk of Big Dan B. 
Reed of New York, Republican chairman of 
the House ways and means committee, has 
been an irritating roadblock to tax plans 
of the Eisenhower administration. In time,

But Chairman Reed 
is a symbol of a much 
broader problem with 
which President Eisen- 
hower must deal, and 
deal continuously, af- 
fecting other controver- 
sial issues than taxes, 
just as his immediate 
Democratic predeces- 

sei sors, Franklin D. Roose- 
velt and Harry S. Truman, had to struggle 
ceaselessly, and often fruitlessly, in the 
20 years they occupied the White House. 


For the present President, Representa- 
tive Reed is typical of ultraconservative 
Republicans, some isolationist in tendency, 
who have, like Dan Reed, achieved power- 
ful influence in management of Congress. 
They lack sympathy with some Eisenhower 
objectives, and are in a position to ham- 
string his aims, because they enjoy consid- 
erable independence. 


They have this because they are from 
rock-ribbed Republican districts, just as 
Southern Democrats are from rock-ribbed 
Democratic districts, and, like the latter, 
can count upon re-election year after year. 


What does that mean so far as Con- 
gress is concerned? 


It means that these members, virtually 
representatives of one-party areas, gradu- 
ally move up through the years to key 
posts of power, including committee chair- 
manships. This is because such posts are 
doled out on the basis of seniority, that is, 
longevity of service. 

In the house, the Midwest is of predomi- 
nant influence when Republicans are in 
power, for that section is the bulwark of 
the party, year in and year out, which con- 
duces to long tenure for members from 
there, and thus seniority. 


Representative Reed is one of the few 
exceptions to the rule of Midwestern sen- 
iority. Another is Rep. John Taber, also 
from New York, chairman of the powerful 
appropriations committee, who is a stanch 
conservative of the old school like Dan 
Reed. Of the 19 House committee chair- 
men, 14 are from the Midwest. Illinois 
leads with five, which is equal to the whole 
number from outside the region—two from 
New York and one each from Pennsyl- 
vania, New Jersey and Massachusetts. 
Speaker Joseph W. Martin, who is from 
Massachusetts, is the exception in the 
House leadership. 

This helps to an understanding of what 
has been going on in Congress and will help 
in looking to the future.

Had Better Keep His Big Mouth Shut 


The mail from the bird lovers is begin- 
ning to come in, commenting on my plan 
to write a book for bird-listeners, which 
would enable a man too lazy to be a bird- 
watcher to sit on his front porch and iden- 
tify. birds by the noises they make. 

I am somewhat bruised of spirit to note 
that only one of them, Mr. O. A. Sharpless, 
offers me any encouragement, en 
in this project, and Lev. eT 
would not describe his . . 
reaction as being one 
of wild enthusiasm. He 

oes, however, offer me 
one bird for inclusion in 
the forthcoming vol- 
ume. 

This is a bird to be 
called the ‘Be Still’ 
bird, because it comes 
around Mr. Sharpless’ 
house in the early 
morning, when Mr. Sharpless is being still 
as possible, getting his rest, and rouses 
him from his couch by shouting in his 
ear, “Be Still, Be Still, Be Still.” 

“Always repeats its three times, and 
sometimes four,’’ says Mr. Sharpless 
dourly. “‘It has streak of feathers over its 
eye that makes it look like an eyebrow. 
You have any idea what it is? If you do 
have a weak moment and get out such a 
volume as you mentioned, for the benefit 
of folks who live in apartment houses and 
think the only kind of cardinal is a pre- 
late of the Catholie Church who wears a 
long robe and a red hat, let me know. I'll 
help all I can.”’ 

Mr. Peyre Gaillard, of 213 Westminster 
Drive, N. E., on the other hand, sees no 
merit whatsoever in my plan to rename 
the birds of the universe by naming them 


. 
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after their calls. The trouble is, he says, 
no two people in the world have ever agreed 
on what a bird-call sounds like and how 
it should be rendered into phonetic sound. 
He cites the case of the towhee. 


‘‘Everybody knows a towhee when he 
sees him, or ought to,’’ Mr. Gaillard writes. 
*‘He can be seen anywhere east of the Mis- 
sissippi. Just stop out on the sidewalk in 
Ansley Park or West End and there he is 

. one of the cutest little fellows you ever 
saw. Frisky and full of pep. How did he 
get his name? Well, just as you suggest: 
somebody put down the word—Towhee !—to 
express the sound of his call and it stuck 
to him. 


‘But in another section of the country 
he is a ‘Chewink!’ for the same reason, 
while in most of Georgia he is the neigh- 
borly little ‘JoRee.’ Me? I'm _ posi- 
tive, like many others, that he says 
‘Tweee-e-eet !’ 

“This is just one bird and one of his 
calls. He has another. You might describe 
it as an arpeggio as long as we are going 
in for words. When he sits there singing, it 
looks for all the world like he is gargling 
his sore throat. This also has been de- 
scribed in words. One ornithologist, years 
ago, swore it was ‘Chuck-burr, pill-a-will-a- 
will-a-will’ which only goes to prove, if any- 
thing, that all bird people are not mu- 
Sicilians. But no _ less an authority than 
Thoreau himself had no doubt about it, 
either. To him the little fellow was sing- 
ing ‘Hip-you, he-he-he-he!’ ”’ 

Hmmmm. I am beginning to see that I 
am in for difficulties. But I do know this. 
If ever a bird comes up to me and hollers 
“‘Chuck-burr, pill-a-will-a-will-a-will,’’ he'd 
better be prepared to defend himself.

One of Oglethorpe’s great headaches was the violent manner 
in which his officers settled their personal disputes. The King’s 
reluctance to supply the general with anything approaching an 
adequate number of troops to protect the infant Georgia from 
the Spanish made it necessary to use the untrained settlers and 
Indians to make a stand when hostilities began. Trained military 
officers to lead this rag-tag ‘‘army’’ were vital to the survival 
of the colony. The officers sent from England hated everything 
about the venture. Here are a few examples of what happened 
when even minor disagreements occurred. The incidents are from 
records of the 1740s. ‘‘Ensign Tolson . .. having a quarrel with 
Mr. Eyles, surgeon in the Army, they fought, and the latter was 
killed on the spot.’”’

Bath preparations can appeal 
to a youngster’s love for stories. 
Try this soap yarn on daughter 
the next time she squeals when 
her ears are being washed. 

A cake of good soap is made 
as carefully as a candy bar.

Our conclusion on this matter 
is as follows: We do not ques- 
tion the acceptance of the mu- 
seum by the Board of Education, 
or the fact that two of the trus- 
tees of the Foundation are execu- 
tive members of the School Sys- 
tem—but we think it improper 
for the Board to accept money 
and other support from the Foun- 
dation when the person who gave 
and continues to support the Foun- 
dation has an interest in and rep- 
resents a firm which sells schoo] 
supplies to the Atlanta Schools. 
We think this arrangement is 
against the public interest and 
We recom-
